IN THE MORNING HE LEARNED

Refused to Let Incident Interrupt His 
Wedding Pians, and Did Not Go 
to See the Friend He Had 
Injured. 


After shooting his best friend through 
the right arm, James McCracken, a young 
farmer who has been living: near Wanda, 
Ill., went tnto Edwardevilie this morning 
and at 9 o'clock wus married to Miss Anna 
Bartels, one of the belles of Wanda. The 
couple departed at noon for their home in 
Brown County, 1. 

The shooting was the result of a charivari 
last night at the farmhouse of John Poag, 
near Wanda. 

“McCracken, who is 23 years old, has been 
employed by Mr. Poag, one of the best 
known farmers in Madison County. . Mc- 
Cracken was a popular young man and a 
social favorite at the neighborhood func- 
tions and in Wanda, where he frequently 
visited Miss Bartels. 

Fred Segar, another young farmer in the 
neighborhood, 21 years old, was McCrack- 
en's best friend. The young men chummed 
together. They went in company to call 
upon the giris and to take their sweet- 
hearts to church and to Sunday-schoo!l pic- 
nice 

MeCracken and Segar were the Damon 
and Pythias of the Wanda farming com- 
munity. 

“When Jim gets married and moves off 
I don't know what Fred will do without 
him,”’ was a frequent remark of his 
friends. 

It was hinted that McCracken and Miss 
Bartels were to be married. In a small 
town or a rural community whenever two 
young persons of opposite sexes are seen in 
company more than twice there are strong 
suspicions of intended matrimony. 

But no one knew that matters had gone 
go far as the actual setting of the day.

When Segar learned that his friend was 
to be married today he organized a chari- 
vari party to descend upon the bridegroom 
in advance. 

Last night a crowd of young men, all 
friends of McCracken, surrounded the Poag 
farmhouse, beating upon tin pans, pails, 
plowehares and shovels and making a mad 
racket. 

McCracken, angered at the disturbance, 
opened his window. All the youths except 
Segar ran away. 

“I stood my ground,” Segar said this 
morning. ‘Knowing that Jim and I were 
such good friends I never imagined he'd 
shoot.” 

McCracken fired three shots from his re- 
volver, the second bullet entering Segar's 
right arin. 


Found Him Weak From 
Loss of Blood. 

The other young men, hearing the shots, 
went back after a short time and found 
Segar on the ground, almost fainting from 
loss of blood. They procured a wagon and 
took him into Wanda. 

McCracken went back to bed and slept 
peacefully, apparently rot aware that he 
had shot his friend. 

He was told of the shooting this morning. 
and expressed regret. He said that he did 


not fire at Segar, but shot strai¢ht into the }’ 


crowd. 

McCracken did not let the incident inter- 
fere with his plans. He called early for 
Mies Bartels and drove with her to Ed- 
wardsville, where the two were married in 
the county courthouse by County Judge W. 
2. Parly. 

There was some talk of arresting Mc- 
Cracken, but the officials concluded that it 
would be too crvel fo spoil his honeymoon, 
so Mr. and Mrs. McCracken were per- 
mitted to depart for Brown County, where 
the bridegroom has a farm.

Arlund notified the management of the 
hotel last night that he intended to go to 
Louisville, and ordered his baggage sent 
to Union Station. 

He did not go, however, but appeared in 
the rotunda of the hotel about 11 o'clock 
this morning.

BUTLER’S DEFENSE PLANNED 


TO TRY TO SHOW HE DID NOT 
PROFIT BY GARBAGE CONTRACT. 


Lawyers Will Declare He Had No Mo- 
tive in Urging Its Passage Since 
He Could Have Made $1200 
a Day by Its Delay. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 11.—At the open- 
ing of the afternoon session of court in the 
Butler trial Circult Attorney Folk: an- 
nounced that he expected to finish the 
Btate’s testimony today. 

Dr. Chapman will testify late in the aft- 
ernoon. 

J. K. Murrell, John Helms, William M. 
Tamblyn, E. E. Murrell, Otto Schumacher 
and George F. Robertson arrived on this 
afternoon's train as witnesses. It is not 
certain that the :ix former delegates will 
testify. Mr. Folk summoned them in order 
to be prepared for an emergency. 


MAYOR WELLS STARTS HOME. 

Before the opening®of court Mayor Wells 
was excused by Judge Hockaday, with the 
understanding that he would be here Thurs- 
day if needed. He can then be used by the 
state as a rebuttal witness. He left for St. 
Louis at 1:40 

The six former delegates, the Murrells 
and four othars, are expected to be used, 
if at all, in rebuttal of character testimony 
which Butler may introduce. Their state- 
ments, the state anticipates, will contro- 
vert any claim which Butler may make 
that he has never offered a bribe in any 
other case.

After the jury had listened to the tes- 
timony of formal witnesses, consisting 
wholly of the reading of public records and 
Circuit Attorney Folk’s outline of the 
state’s case, a recess was taken at noon 
until 1:30 o'clock. 

Mr. Folk conducted the examination of 
witnesses and Attorneys Rowe and Krum 
offered the frequent objections of the de- 
fense. 

There was no cross-examination, except 
when Judge Krum. by a single question, 
brought out the fact that Dr. Chapman, 
the chier witness for the state, was an ap- 
pointee of former Mayor Ziegenhein. 

In view of the predominance of Demo- 
crats on the jury—even Juror Cochran is 
said by some of his neighbors to be a gold 
Democrat—this reference to Dr. Chapman's 
official origin is considered adroit. 

Judge K.cum, in protesting against the 
formal testimony. soleranly reminded judge 
and jury that the responsibility for the pro- 
longing of the ccse by the reading of rec- 
ords, which the defense was willing to ad- 
mit, must rest on the state. 

JURY IN SEVENTY MINUTES. 

The jury sclected in seventy minutes yes- 
terday, after a night's confinement on cots 
in the County Court room, Aled into court 
this morning at 8:20, before the first row 
allotted to spectators had been

This 
defendant was the largest stockholder in 
the Excelsior Hauling Co., and his interest 
in that contract is therefore apparent.”’ 

WENT TO SEE CHAPMAN.

Testimony commenced at 9:30. George F. 
Mockler, secretary of City Council, was the 
first witness for the state. 

Mockler read from the journal of the City 
Council the records, showing the date of 
the introduction and passage of the gar- 
bage ordinance. 

After reading and identifying the garbage 
ordinance and reading the records of its 
progress in the assembly, the witness 
showed the appointment and approval by 
the Council of Dr. Chapman as a member 
of the board of health.

BUTLER’S DEFENSE. 

Testimony for the def@mse in the Butler 
case, which will probabl_ commence som@¢- 
time tomorrow, will be directed toward 
showing by Tim T. Price, attorney for the 
St. Louis Sanitary Co., and Walter J. 
Blakely, secretary and treasurer of the 
concern, that Butler was not financially 
benefited by the approval of the garbage 
contract and that he would have profited by 
indefinite delay in the letting. 

Butler’s attorneys will try to show that 
the sanitary company had an absokite mo- 
nopoly of the Merz process, which, under 
the Jaw, must be used in garbage reduc- 
tion. By Health Commissioner Starkioft 
and other city officials, who are witnesses 
for the defense. they will try to show that 
if the awarding of the contract had been 
delayed after Nov. 1, 1901, the sanitary com- 

pany could have made an emergency con- 
tract with the city at whatever terms it 
chose to fix. 

Such a contract, according | to the de- 
fense, would have cost the city at least $1200 
a day, and.would have lasted indefinitely. 
Even if a new contractor could have built a 
plant complying with the ordinance, which 
the defense denies, it would have taken him 
more than a year, perhaps two years, to do 


MOTIVE LACKING. 

‘Huving demonstrated that the sanitary 
company had a monopoly on the process 
and a guarantee of a high rate of pay for 
an indefinite emergency term, the defense 
will argue ihat the approval of the contract 
meant positive loss to Butler and all in- 
terested in the sanitary company, and that 
a motive for Butler to attempt to bribe Dr. 
Chapman to vote for the approval of the 
eontract, as charged, would have been lack- 
ing. 

Butler has remarked on this subject that 
he would have given $20,000 to keep the 
contract from being approved, and that the 
emergency contract would have been as 
profitable to him in a year as the present 
contract would be in three years.

President Roosevelt and For- 
mer President Cleveland 


ON THE SAME PLATFORM 


DEDICATION OF _NEW YORK 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Oration of the Day Delivered by Mr. 
Cleveland, Who Traced the His- 
tory and Growth of the Na- 
tion’s Commerce. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—With the Presi- 
dent, Theodore Roosevelt, and a former 
President of the United States, Grover 
Cleveland, as its guests of honor on the 
same platform, and with representatives 
of foreign governments and other distin- 
guished persons, the New York Chamber of 
Commerce formally dedicated its building in 
this city today. The new building, a hand- 
some structure of white marble, is situated 
in Liberty street between Nassau and 
Broadway. 

The proceedings were opened with a pray- 
er of dedication by the Rev. Morgan Dix, 
rector of Trinity Church. An address of 
welcome by Morris K. Jesup, president of 
the Chamber, followed. and then the ora- 
tion of the day was delivered by former 
President Grover Cleveland, who said in 
part: 

“It need not surprise us if the popular

NO ROSES IN THE TOMBS 


MULTITUDE OF WOMEN THRONG 
THE COURTROOM. 


The State’s Attorney Resumes His 
Summing Up of the Evidence for 
the Prosecution, Paying At- 
tention to the Writing on 
Poison Package. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—More than a thou-

The 
cauee of death was poisoning from cyanide of 
mercury with which the bromo seltzer had been 
saturated.

The mystery of the death made a sensation 
and every detail in the life of Cornieh and of 
the leading members of the Knickerbocker Olub 
was made public. At first the prosecuting attor- 
ney’s office apvarentiy suspected Cornish of the 
murder, but it developed thet Molineux, an enemy 
of Oornish. was really the man under suspicion,

A week after Mrs. Adams’ death tt wae found 
that the silver holder had been made in Newark,

Afterward he became a major-general 
in the New York National Guard. He has made a 
fortune as a manufacturer of paints. The son is 
a man of striking appearance, handsome and well 
possossed. He is a partner in the firm of Morris 
Herman & (o., dry paint manufacturers, and 
was superintendent of the company’s factory in 
Newark. He hag been a member of the house com- 
mittee of the Knickerbocker Athletic Club, but 
hed resigned and was a governor of the New 
York Athletic Club, a powerful organization Nov. 
29, 1898. in the Church of the Heavenly Rest, 
Molinevx had married Mise Blanche Chesebrough, 
a woman whom Barnet greatly admired.

Six days later 
he was sentenced to die in the electric chair at 
Sing Sing prison, March 26, but a new trial was 
obtained, which closed today.

MAKES REPLY TO MITCHELL 


Declares That the Advent of the Union 
Is Responsible for Bad Conditions 
in Coal Fields. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The reply of 
President George F. Baer of the Philadel- 
phia & Reading Coal Co. to the charges of 
President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers, which has been presented to the 
anthracite coal strike commission, was to- 
day given to the public. 

' Mr. Baer makes no reference to Mr. 
Mitchell as the president of the miners’ or- 
Sanization but refers to him simply as an 
individual. Taking up the specifications in 
Mr. Mitchell's charges seriatim, Mr. Baer 
firat admits that his company owns 37 col- 
Herles and that, before the strike, it em- 
Oyed 26,829 persons. Following is a brief 
mary of the response to Mr. Mitchell's

“Because of the injury to the mines by 
the strike of the United Mine Workers, 
the cost of producing coal] has been greatly 
increased and a temporary advance in price 
was made by this company, but it will be 
impracticable te continue such increase 
when mining operations become normal. 


No Agreement 
About Weighing. 

8. Mr. Baer seys that his company has 
no disagreament with any of its employes 
about the weighing of coal, because the 
quantity is usually determined by measure- 
ment, and not by weight. 

9. Replying to the fourth demand made by 
Mr. Mitchell. Mr. Baer says since the ad- 
vent of the United Mine Workers’ organiza- 
tion into the anthracite ficlds business Con- 
ditions there have been intolerable; that 
the output of the mines has decreased; tnat 
discipline has been destroyed; that strikes 
have been of almost daily occurrence; that 
men have worked when and as they please, 
and that the coat of mining has bean gre at- 
lv increased. He also takes the pusition 
that the jurisdiction of the con.mission 1s 
limited to the conditions named by the 
coal company presidents which excludes 
the Tinited Mine Workers from any rccos- 
nition in the proceedings. He says, how- 
ever, that ‘“‘when a labor organization lim- 
ited to anthracite mine workers is created 
which shall obey the law, respect the right 
of every man to work and honestly co- 
operate with employers, trade contracts 
may become practicable.”

DIED SUDDENLY IN CHURCH 


WAS A PLYMOUTH BROTHER AND 
FORETOLD HIS END. 


For Years This Gentle Old Man Had 
Carried Bibles and Cheer to the 

Giving No Heed to 

His Own Tomorrow. 


Poor, 
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“Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in your purses. Nor scrip 
for your journey, neither two coats, 
neither shoes, nor yet staves: for 
the workman is worthy of his meat.”’ 
Matthew 10, 9 and 10. 
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If a man ever died according to his ae- 
sires that man was Frederick Wheldon. 
The simple tragedy of his going was as 
that of the life that the lived before it. 

last Sunday morning Mr. Wheldon at- 
tended the services in the plain little church 
of the Plymouth Brethren. He had spoken 
plainly of his life, and the happiness it had 
brought him. He asked the brethren to 
pray for him, and with a prescience that, 
in the light of events which followed, 
seems almost to have been inspired, he 
said: 

“Brethren, I am going to die soon.” 

With the congregation he partook of the 
communion. At the conclusion of the rite 
he stood for an instant, raising his eyes 
aloft as if in prayer. Then he swayed and 
fell to the floor before those who rushed 
to catch him reached his side. When they 
raised him he was dead. 

The doctors said that his death was 
caused by heart disease. Those who knew 
him best believe that he was called to his 
reward for the good he had done. 


“ALL ACCOUNTS SQUARED.” 

When they took account of his affairs 
they found his debts paid and the residue 
of his estate only $2.6. But, as one of his 
hutnble friends expressed it, he was gone 
with all accounts squared, both in heaven 
and on earth. 

Monday they buried him from a small 
room in an undertaking establishment. 
with servies that were simple and touching. 

‘Men spoke of tha life of sacrifice and self- 
abnegation he had led that he might fulfill 
the duty he felt divinely called on to per- 
form the distribution of God's word to those 
who otherwise would not have it. 

It was a widely diversified body that thus 
pald their last tribute to the man whcse 
work they knew, but of whose life they 
knew little. Mem from the higher walks 
of the business life of tne city sat with 
weeping women from the tenements and 
humble homas in all quarters. Each from 
his own standpoint knew the man for his 
worth or his example. 

As he lived, so he died, “without sortp 
and without purs¢,’’ and his burial expenses 
were borne jointly by the St. Louis Bible 
Society and the Plymouth Brethren. 

Rut it was the cheerful note in the man’s 
life that was in strange contrast with his 
tragic taking. 

How he lived while thus working for duty 
few knew. His wants were very simple. 
He literally followed the injunction of Jesus 
to “Take, therefore, no thought for the

He lodged in a small room in the rear of 
2327 Carr street, where he cooked for him- 
self the simplest of fare and lived almost 
like an anchorite in his cell. His income 
was derived from the one or two hours a 
day he devoted to temporal things. It could 


not have been more than $5 a week, oftener 
' much less. 


GAVE BIBLES TO THE NEEDY. 
He was master of the simple life. For 
15 ycars he was devoted to the distribution 
of billes among the poor. For 10 of these 
years he bought bibles with his own earn- 
ings and gave them away. About four 
years ago he offered his time and work 


| without compensation to the St. Louis Bible 


Society, which has the distribution of bibles 
bought with the Edward Bradell memorial 
fund of $46,000. 

Every morning he went to the rooms of 
the St. Louis Bible Society at 1516 Locust 
where he was given a supply of 
Bibles for distribution. Then he set out 
afoot into the byways where the _ poor 
abound. Knocking at a door he would say: 

“T have nothing to sell, but the best thing 
of all to give for nothing.” 

This generally admitted him, when he 
would speak cheerfully of life and perhaps 
read a chapter from the book to some one 
in sorrow or sin, and go his way to the 
next. 

Often he was rebuffed and driven away 
with curses or ridicule, but he was neither 
discouraged nor deterred. So, in his pilgrim- 
ages into the haunts of the poor in his time, 
he gave away many thousands of Bibles.

Tt is told of him that many a’ time he 
went without food or comfortable raiment 
that he might relieve the misertes of those 
poorer than himself from his meager funds. 

Most persons welcomed him for his hap- 
py, quiet manner, and for the wonderfully

In temperament he was singularly 
well adapted for the life he led. Nothing 
seemed to fatigue him in the iine of his 
self-imposed duty, but It is thought that 
the privations he was called upon to en- 
dure resulted in his death. 

Mr. Wheldon was an Englishman, and 60 
years of age. He vs capable of earning 
a good income as a sign painter, and 10 or 
15 vears ago had been very successful as 4 
salesman of signs. But he gave up busi- 
ness for his own account to carry the gos- 
pel to the poor. 

Whether he was bachelor or widower 
none knew. for he was reticent in speak- 
ing of his life, which he considered a mat- 
ter of no consequence, but his death will 
deprive the poor of a cheerful and steadfast

HELD ON TO GRANDCHILD 


HORSES RAN MADLY ABOUT A 
VACANT LOT. 


Pole of Surrey Broke at Vandeventer 
and Lindell Boulevard—Husband 
Had Told Wife Never to 

| Jump. 


Quick wit and the execution of an in- 
junction that she should never leap from 
& carriage during a runaway were two 
potent factors in the preservation from 
death or serious injury of Mrs. Henry 
Duncker and her 3-year-o!d grandson, Hen- 
ry Duncker, Jr., in a runaway at Lindell 
boulevard and Vandeventer avenue about 
4:30 o'clock Monday afternoon. 

Mrs. Duncker is the wife of the president 
of the Trorlicht, Duncker & Renard Car- 
pet Co., and resides at 3636 Page boule- 
vard. Her son, Charles Henry Duncker, 
vice-president of the same concern, and 
his family also reside at the same place. 

Yesterday Mrs. Duncker, Sr., went out 
driving, accompanied by her grandson. 

They drove along Grand avenue to Lin- 
dell boulevard and thene west on that 
thoroughfare. The horses, a_ well-bred, 
spirited team of blacks, were bowling 
along in charge of the coachman, Patrick 
Maloney, who had handled them for two 
years. 

HORSE STUMBLED. 

As they crossed Vandeventer avenue one 
of the horses stumbled on the rail of a 
street car line. It scrambled to arise anc 
surged against the pole of the surrey, 
which snapped off. This frightened the 
team and they became unmanageable. 

Swerving sharply to the north, they dart- 
ed across the pavement, dragging the sur- 
rey after them in their flight. The ve- 
hicle narrowly escaped being overturned, 
but righted itself. As it tilted the coach- 
man, Maloney, was thrown to the ground. 
He bravely clung to the lines and was 
dragged 56 feet across a vacant lot east 
of the Columbian Club in a desperate ef- 
fort to check their pace. 

When they broke away from his restrain- 
ing hand the frightened animals dashed 
across the lot, narrowly missing several 
trees and lamp posts, across McPherson 
avenue, to a plowed piece of ground north 
of the clubhouse. 

CROSSED THE CURBB. 

The wheels left tracks six inches deep 
in the soft earth, yet they dragged the 
surrey with unimpaired speed. In their 
course northwest they collided with a high 
billboard, and one of the horses fell. It 
scrambled up and they turned sharply, 
plunging back south and east in a line 
parallel to which they had come. Over 
McPherson avenue they ran and across the 
curb, while the surrey swayed from side 
to side. At the northeast corner, about 
feet from the clubhouse, they became en- 
tangled in a wire fence whioh threw them 
off their feet. Before they could resume 
their filght they were captured. 

During the runaway Mre Duncker mani- 
fested remarkable presence of mind. 

THOUGHT OF CHILD. 

Her first thought was for the safety of 
hor grandson, the second the injunction or 
her husband given 30 years ago—to remain 
in. a carriage during a runaway. 

She grasped the lad firmly in her arma. 
Neither uttered a word, but clung to their 
seats. When the horses were checked Mrs. 
Duncker and the lad alighted composedly, 
the little one laughing over the thrilling 
ride he had had. 

Mrs. Duncker first inquired after the 
welfare of the coachman, and learned that 


he was only slightly bruised. She next as- 


certained that the animals were only 
slightly scratched and the vehicle was dam. 
aged very little. Then, refusing proffers of 
aid, she called her grandson to her side 
and they walked the 15 blocks to their 
home. 

This morning Mrs. Duncker, who is 6 
years old, was none the worse for her ex- 
perience. She was playing with her grand- 
son when a Post-Dispatch reporter called, 
and laughingly disclaimed that there was 
anything unusual in what she had under- 
gone. 

Her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Charles Henry 
Duncker, mother of the boy, stated that 
they had no fear of trusting the horses 
again. 

“They are trustworthy, and had it not 
been for the pole breaking they would not 
have given any trouble. The men folks 
have frequently Impressed upon us that in 
oase of a runaway We would be more apt 
to be injured by leaping out than by re- 
maining in the carriage. Mother was com- 
posed over her experience and slept last 
night as if nothing had happered.’’ 

The runaway was witnessed by a number 
of residents and pedestrians, who feared 
every moment that the surrey would be 
dashed to pieces and the occupants killed.

THEY THREATEN PROSECUTION. 


“PROVE YOUR CASE OR GO TO 
JAIL,” THEIR ANSWER. 


Attempt to Secure Share of Automobile 
Victim’s Millions Denounced by 
Family’s Lawyers as Bold 
Attempt at Black- 
mail. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 11.—The asser- 
tion of William A. Cannon, a lawyer of this 
city, that there is a child of Charles L. 
Fair, who was killed with his wife in an 
accident in France, to inherit a share of his 
millions is denounced by the Fair family’s 
lawyers as a bold attempt at blackmail. 

Yet it contains a probability of just an- 
other long-drawn-out contest, with $5,000,000 
as the stake. joa 

It cost the recognized heirs of Senator 


Fair—Mrs. Hermann Oelrichs, Mrs. W. K. 
Vanderbilt, Jr., and Charles Fair—about 
$2,000,000 to gain their heritages. 

Lawyer Cannon will not say whether the 
child whose interests he represents is a 
boy or a girl, nor tell who its mother was. 

“You may entirely eliminate Mrs. Fair 
from this proposition,”’ he said. “Beyond 
that I have not a word to say.”’ 

“Prove your case or go to jail.”’ Is the at- 
titude of Charles Neal, manager of the! 
Fair estate, toward Cannon. Mr. Neal has 
absolutely declined to investigate privately 
what facts may lie behind Cannon’s c!dim. 

Former Captain of Detectives Seymour, 
outside manager of the Fair estate, de- 
nounces the ‘“‘proposition’’ as fraud and 
blackmail of the kind that has been at- 
tempted with the passing of nearly every 
millionaire in California. He says that 
the Fair estate will bring ‘‘the conspira- 
tors.”’ as he calls them, to justice as soon 
as they show their hand. 

“This claim is sprung at a time,” said 
Seymour, “when the estate is ready to 
improve all its properties, and we are not 
going to submit to it. Cannon says that

In referring to the article, both Charles 
Neal, the business manager for the Fair 
heirs, and Capt. John Seymour, deny that 
any such letter has been received by elith- 
er themselves or Hermann Oelrichs from 
an unonymous writer claiming to be the 
mother of the child of the deceased. 

‘We have no knowledge of such a com- 
munication,’’ said Mr. Neal today. “As I 
said, the estate has long been a target for 
adventurers and adventuresses. We have 
received many letters makeing preposterous 
demands. Some have been found to be the 
writing of insane people. As a rule all 
these communications are consigned to the 
waste basket. 

‘“T remember having received a letter not 
long ago from some woman who asserted 
that she was the mother of a child of 
James G. Fair, Jr. She claimed that the 
supposed child had been taken from her 
and demanded that we return it to her 
keeping. We considered that the writer 
was insane and paid no attention to her.”

ALONG SHORE OF MARYLAND 


TERRAPIN RAPIDLY BECOMING 
EXTINCT. 


Time Recalled When the Waters 
Swarmed With Them and They 
Were Fed Daily to 
Slaves. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 11.—Some interesting 
conditions confront the denizens of the 
eastern shore of Maryland, whose main 
source of income includes the products of 
the Chesapeake Bay. As a result of 
the reformatory laws, which have been in 
force for several years, the oysters are 
more plentiful this year than for at least a 
half decade. A good season is promised as 


the result of a law which provides that 
the dredgers or topgers shall not catch 
Oysters below a certain size, making it an 
offense to have such oysters in ones pos- 
session. 

More than 50 licenses have. been issued 
to vessel-owners thus far to prosecute 
dredging operations. As the d.ed«ing 
opened in the Potomac river, which is the 
cummon property of both Maryland and 
Virginia, on Oct. 15, the bivalves are al- 
ready on the market, many vessels having 
arrived with large cargoes. 

The oystermen report that the young 
growth of oysters has never been greater 
than at present. Of course, these oysters 
will not mature in time for this year's 
market, but their presence indicates that 
unless the winter of next year is very se- 
vere, there will be a bountiful supply of the 
bivaixes in 1903-1904. * 

This outlook is pleasant to the small 
Oyster dealers, who look forward to the 
sessions of the legislature with dread fear- 
ing that there will be some law passed 

ich will deprive them of their means of 
mole a living through stopping all tong- 
ing and dredging for a time on the ground 
that the oyster will disappear unless the 
beds are allowed to increase. 


The Depletion 

Has Stopped. 

The present condition appears to give 
some assurance that the rapid depletion of 


the oyster beds has stopped and that there 
will be something like the old-time pros- 
perity in the oyster line. As the tastes of 
Baltimoreans and of Marylanders in gen- 
eral have turned somewhat to oysters and 
Kindred edibles because of the high price 
of meats, the news that they will be plenti- 
ful and cheap this winter is good news to 
the public here. 

While this form of food is growing more 
plentiful, the famous Chesapeake Bay deli- 
cacy, the terrapin, is on the wane, and if 
the same conditions prevail for a few more 
years and no reformatory legislation is 
enacted it is anticipated that the terrapin 
will only be a memory. The supply’ has 
been steadily diminishing for the past 26 
years and dealers are now making anxious 
search amid the mud of the Chesapeake 
for a few specimens of this once plentiful 
animal. 

The best method of preventing the ex- 
tinction of the terrapin has long engaged 
the attention of Marylanders, but no solu- 
tion of the problem has been arrived at yet. 
Probably the only solution is to prevent or 
to restrict the catching of the animal for 
a t'me, and thus allow it to multiply. 

a is curious to recall that at one time 

aN yg were terrapin that a legisla- 
cus of Maryland passed a law to prohibit 
slave owners from’ feeding terrapin to 
their slaves more than once a week. This 
was due to the fact that slave owners took 
advantage of the abundance of terrapin 
in the waters adjacent to their estates, 
realizing that they would make cheaper 
food than pork or beef to feed to the slaves. 


Had Too Much 

Terrapin. 

The black people grew so disgusted finally 
with terrapin diet that on one plantatiom 


a serious insurrection broke out as.a protest 
against too much terrapin, a circumstance 
which may be of interest to the connoiseurs 
who esteem the terrapin as one of the 
greatest of dainties. 

Some dealers alon the shores of the 
ee gm are endeavoring to save the 
terra from extinction by artificial means, 
and have established ponds, where they 
raise numbers of them, and the question 
now is, can these dealers multiply them 
in such numbers as to make the undertak- 
ing profitable? A few years ago all the 
terrapin one desired could be secured at 
$60 a bushel or less, but now they range 
from $50 to $100 a dozen, and it is hard to 
get them even at that price in the sizes 
desired by epicures. 

Age makes the terrapin 
the more delicious to the taste. 
of the species 100 years old is said 
the kind most desirable for the table.

The statistics regarding the movement of 
freight during the last two years show the 
increasing prosperity in every branch of 
industry. uring 1901 the raifroads of the 
country transported or moved a total of 
over 1,000,000,000 tons of freight, for which 
they received over $1,000,000,000, and that 
thev carried over 600,000,000 yassengers for 
which they received over $360,000.000. These 
figures wiil be Breatly exceeded for 1902, 
and those whose business it is to keep a 
finger on the commercial and industrial 
pulse of the country do not hesitate to say 
that the increases in traffic of the last three 
years will be surpassed for several years to 
come, provided nature does her part and 
there are consequently no crop fallures. 

The manufacturing interests which sup- 
ply equipment used by railroads have beén 
wholly unable to Keep pace with the grow- 
ing demands made upon them. In nearly 
every case these concerns have in the last 
two years increased their plants and forces 
and have kept them going night and day 
in the vain efrort to supply the demand for 
cars and power. 

Reports received from locomotive and car 
works throughout the country show that 
there are sufficient orders now on hand to 
keep them running day and night for the 
next six months. The railroads today 
6tand ready to order many thousands of 
freight cars and many hundreds of en- 

nes, but their orders cannot be placed 
or delivery inside of a year. This fact has 
driven some of the larger raflroad systems 
to desperation. Only last week one big 
eastern road paid a bonus of $100,000 to a 
smaller railroad company in consideration 
that the latter turn over to it an order for 
fifty engines which were soon to be de- 
livered. This bonus of $2000 per engine 
‘fairly illustrates the straits to which rail- 
road managements have come for power. 

An example of the efforts which have 
been made by the railroad officials to pro- 
vide adequate facilities is found in orders 
iven this year by the Pennsylvania Co. 
Vithin a short time orders were placed by 
that railroad for 30 locomotives and 19,000 
freight cars, and the company is in tne 
market for more equipment, but cannot 
procure it. The Baltimore & Ohio road 
is spending this year over $20,000,000 for 
equipment, and would spend more if equip- 
ment were obtainable.

The crimes for which Mason was #fup- 
posed to be responsible were of a character 
to denote the perpetrator to be mentally 
unbalanced. In each instance it Was a 
woman attacked, and each one was a do- 
mestic. Since the first mysterious assault 
12 other victims have been attacked in the 
same manner.

A LABOR UNION 


Unique Movement Making 
Headway in Chicago.

ALL SEEM OF ONE MIND 


HAND IN HAND WITH THE FATH- 
ERS OF MANY PUPILS. 


Almost Unanimous Conclusion 


Reached at a Meeting of Instruc- 
tors at Which the Proposition 
Was Widely Discussed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—The Chicago Teach- 
ers’ Federation seeks a charter as a labor 
union from the American Federation of 
Labor. ‘The members would affiliate with 
the Chicago Federation of Labor. 

At an interesting session held in Fuller- 
ton Hall, and after four hours’ earnest de- 
liberation, the large corps of instructors in 
the public schools of this city voted al- 


most unanimously to appeal for recogni- 
tion as a labor union. 

rhe movement, which was commenced 
early in October by several teachers well 
known for their interest in the corporation 
tax fight, has been strongly advocated 
Since that time. It was first discussed at 
t meeting of the federation on Oct. 18. 
but the plan then evolved, and which suc- 
ceeded yesterday, was kept a close secret. 

The teachers hope for material benefits 
from this alliance. They would become a 
factor fn the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
which now controls 200,000 voters. By se- 
curing the influence of this vote they see 
their fight for better conditions ably as- 
sisted. 

Miss Jane Addams, who is an honorary 
member of many labor unlons in this city, 
has been a strong advocate of the plan of 
unionizing the teachers, and she made an 
address before the body yesterday. 

Leading officials of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor have urged the teachers to 
join with them. That they will be organ- 
ized without objection by the Amefican 
Federation of Labor is not doubted. 

The teachers rallied to the support of the 
striking coal miners with funds and with 
their influence, and their telegrams of 
sympathy and congratulation to President 
John Mitchell were received with thanks 
by that official. 

Mies Margaret Haley and Miss Catherine 
Goggin, doughty leaders in the tax cru- 
sade, are general favorites among the labor 
unions. 

The teachers feel that they are at once 
clesely allied with the laboring man through 
the tuition of his children. Backed by the 
vote of these men, a privilege which they 
have only hoped to attain, they expect to 
revolutionize the public school system. The 
teachers In their discussion made clear the 
point that they could benefit the general 
public by this affiliation, as well as relieve 
their own distressing conditicns. 

Teachers in the labor world are a new 
departure. It may prove the one innovation 
needed to combine more closely the educa- 
tional and industrial worlds, a combination 
which the teachers declare would withstand 
any opposing force which the trusts and 
the arbitrary, politically managed school 
boards could conceive. 

Sharp and decisive were the talks made 
for the proposition before the final vote 
was taken. Miss Ella A. Rowe, who pre- 
sided, urged the movement in an earnest 
talk. Miss Margaret Haley, who has en- 
joved a wide experience already in union 
work, told of the benefita to be derived 
from the support of 200,000 voters and Miss 
Addams made clear the exact plans of the 

ovement.

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THE ONLY WAY OF RELIEF. 


The State Supreme Court sustained the motion of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Crow to quash the petition for a writ of mandamus in the case 
of William Preston Hill to conipel the State Roard of Equaliza- 
tion to assess the property of franchise corporations at their 
cash value, as individual property is assessed in this city. 

No opinion was handed down in the case. This action of the 
Supreme Court puts an end to all hope of interference with the 
State Board of Equalization on the part of the courts of the 
state. It is possible that the case may be taken to the federal 
oourt, 

The only way of relief for the people from an unjust mode of 
taxation which excuses millions of dollars’ worth of property 
held by corporations under franchise grants, and shifts the bur- 
den upon the property of individual citizens, lies in the election 
of men who wiil dea! justly with the corporations. 

There is not a shadow of excuse for the tax inequalities ex- 
isting in St. Louis. Under the constitution the property of the 
franchise corporetions should be taxed on the same basis as other 
property. There is a franchise tax law, passed by the state legisla- 
ture two years ago, and approved by Gov. Dockery, providing 
for the taxation of franchise property at its actual value. 

But the pull of the franchise corporations is more powerful with 
the state's officers than the interests of the people. The corpora- 
tlons are generous contributors to party campaign funds.

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IMPROVE THE RIVER FRONT. 


Prof. Zueblin’s suggestion, at the meeting of the Tenth Ward 
Civic Improvement Association, as to improving the river front, 
is in line with what the Post-Dispatch has urged. 

Prof. Zueblin says that the river front should be changed en- 
tirely and made into a public park with bathing places. While 
this is too largo a program to carry out immediately, steps can 
be taken to bring it about gradually. Ths waterworks park is a 
beginning. And the proposition by the park department to cre- 
ate a public park on the river front at the junction of Grand 
avenue and Broadway would, if carried into effect, be another 
important step in the right direction. As fast as conditions fa- 
vor it, land should be condemned and unsightly, ramshackle 
bulldings torn dowr between these locations, so that a string 
of small parks and gardens may be made along the Levee. And 
rows of trees and boulevards should connect these into one 
system. Let a beginning of a river front boulevard be made at 
the north and scuth ends. | 
New York has its Riverside Park. Battery Park, Bowling Green, 
East River Park, Highbridge Park, Pelham Bay Park, Rutgers 
Park and Bronx Park, all situated on river fronts. Paris, London, 
Boston and many other cities have reclafmed and beautified their 
river frontage. A river front redeemed from squalor and made 
attrnctive should be one of the chief objects of those who are 
working for a new St. Louis.

On what date and at what agency the 
congress is to be held has not been made 
known, but from the fact that the Omahas, 
Winnebagoes, Cheyennes, and some of the 
Sioux are entitled to vote under existing 
laws, it is believed that the conference is 
to be called for one of the agencies estab- 
lighed for some one of the four tribes. The 
Rosebud agency appears to the one 
that is most likely to be selected, because 
of “y ppoxtmit to the reservations of the 
Wes will require a long journey by 
Baa ney a ~~ ‘Gahewates.

vote will soon be devised and will quickly 
be put Into execution. 

Intense dissatisfaction exists amon 
Indians with the echool system whic 
government is maintaining. The Indlan— 
that is, the worthy member of the race— 
wishes to be taught to work, as in that 
lies his salvation. The itnculcation of the 
higher branches of knowledge only Serves 
to degrade the Indian in the sight of his 
mates, as the educated Indian is looked 
upon among his people much as is the 
‘dude"’ of e cities of civilization. 


Want Instruction 
How to Work, 


The school question “will also probably be 
taken up at the forthcoming congress and 
a demand upon the government formulated 
to the effect that the Indians be given edu- 
cation in the mechanics, advanced farm- 
ing and along other lines which will per- 
mit the race to establish itself on a plane 
of progtTess. 

The congress, it is believed, will be held 
sometime during December, but It may be 
at a later or, possibly. even at an earlier 
date, The gathering will be, from its re- 
sults. an important one in a political way, 
for if the Indians are successful in securing 
franchise privileges for all male members 
of the race, a huge addition to the western 
vote will be recorded and it will be prob- 
lemattcal to which of the »olitical parties 
this vote will incline. In one respect the 
enfranchisement of the Indian race will 
furnish opportunities for fraud, as the av- 
erage Indian is highly susceptible to metal- 
lic influences. 

As the gathering will be one for peaceful 
measures, the government will have no 
eause for preventing it, in the minds of 
those who are forming the preliminary ar- 
rangements, so it ts anticipated that sey- 
eral hundred delegates will attend and that 
every tribe tn the United States will have 
its advocate of the election franchise pres- 
ent.
